What people need is an easy way to separate incoming mail. I use PMDF 
DELIVER (not a commercial, just what I use) to break it into categories, 

as it comes in, and in that way I can easily attend to the very important 
stuff (campus mail), the "I had probably better read this (support info)", 
and the "fun stuff that I really want to read (like this list), but I had 
better wait until later." This has simplified my problem with huge amounts 
of mail very effectively, and my employer shouldn't complain too much.

After replacing the shorted capacitor, and operating for a week 
the rig seems to be working very well on both bands. The change in 


SWR after operating for 30 minutes or so, was corrected by adjusting 

the power out on 40m down from the maximum output to just under 

5w. (thanks to the responses suggesting this solution). One solution 

leads to another question, for all those OHR Classic owners out there: 

When the rig is set for 5w output on 40m, switching bands to 20m results 

in about 1w output into a dummy load with swr 1:1.Are other OHR Classic 
users finding this large difference in output power between bands? Is there 
a simple fix, to get 4-5 watts output uniformly from each band?

Take a very close look at your VFO. Are all of the resistors properly 
placed? I do not have a scope either, nor even a good RF probe, so I don't 
have accurate measurements from my 40M Spirit. One of your problems is very 
similar to a "Swamping" problem I saw. We have a real MegaWatt BC band 
station (770Khz) 20 miles from my QTH and it was mixing with a powerful 
nautical beacon (??Mhz) to cause a large image at 7.11. I finally borrowed 
a scope and discovered that the mix adjustment on the output of the VFO was 
introducing distortion. Backed that pot off, got a good sine wave out and 
the image is gone. 


My other problem was low XMIT output, caused by an inadvertant resistor 
swap. :-) 


Good luck with it, Once you get it up and running, the Spirit is a nice 
rig.

Bill - how about a magnetic loop of the same size using the outer of some 
thick coaxial (or wide braid) as the conductor ? It would probably be 
easier to carry around, and the restive losses would be lower than the 
slinky. I guess you could expect about 40-60% efficiency on 40M with the 
same size of loop - which is pretty good. The tuning capacitor would have 
to be quite a solid air spaced job, but flashover should not be a problem 
at QRP. The high Q / narrow bandwidth of a loop would be a bonus as well 
in terms of keeping unwanted BC stuff out of the RX front end.By the way 
- your slinky loop sounds just an antenna known as a "Toroidal Loop" 
which I discovered in a European patent application (60 pages !) by a guy 
called James F. Corum in 1981. It 's worth tracking down a copy of the 
document - the idea is fascinating, and probably worth experimenting 
with, though I don't know if it would be any better that a single turn, 
heavy conductor loop. The document is "European Patent Application number 
81105311.5", and the publication number is 0043591.

I wonder if any of you do QRPing from motels or hotels and what your 
experiences are .... 


I do a fair amount of travelling on my job, and I bring along my Ten Tec 
Scout when travelling ... and several antennas. The people who do the 
X-raysat the airports are usually quite surprised at what they see in my 
suitcase! 


I'm always trying to figure out which motel within a given city might be 
bestfor operating. Some of my emerging criteria are: 


-- be able to step out onto a porch of some kind so as to easily put up an 
outside antenna. 


-- be as high as possible (at least second story) 

-- the motel is ideally constructed of wood with no metal 

-- the room should have a table for operating 

-- be able to choose a room facing in the right direction 

I've learned (no surprise, really) that outside antennas are infinitley 
Superior to in-room antennas. Whatever I have to do to get that antenna 
outside, I do it. 

I've had very good luck lately with configuring a slinky inverted-V 
antennainto a loop connected at the ends. The loop is about 12' 
horizontal by about6' vertical and fed in the center of the top 
horizontal component. Use atuner to get 1:1 SWR on 40m. Also can use on 


20m. 


Other antennas I take: a copper-wire inverted V for 40, an end-fed dipole 
for20m, and plan to take 40m hamstick when travelling by car.

Brien - I had a similar problem when I first started my alignment of the 
30-40. You do need to get the VFO on frequency. I found that I had too 
little inductance in the torroid and I had to add one turn (29 turns I 
think) and then add a 15pf cap across the coil to get it too track at 
10.100 MHz. A general coverage receiver is helpful if you don't have a 
freq counter. Once that was set it comes alive since then you get 
everything within the passband of your tuned circuits.

I have a problem with the NE 30-40 I am building, maybe someone can point 
to whatever is being indictated by the symptoms. 


I am not getting much reception (none really, no atmospheric noise etc.) 
on my 30-40 as it sits, but on page 16 of the manual there are some hints 
that lead me to think it is almost there - 


Under Receiver - 
YES!!! if I touch the 10K resistors to the left of AF amp U4 I DO get the 
audible-hum or buzz!!! 


YES!!! if I touch an antenna wire to the 470 ohm resistor to the left of 
U3 (product detector) I did get shortwave crud (I think - is the 
Pittsburgh-Notre Dame football game on shortwave?? cause that's what I 
heard, and I am in Toronto). 


I don't have a g.c. receiver, so listening for the 8.192 IF / BFO. 
is not possible. 


What does the success in receiving the ‘crud' indicate is GOOD?? but where 
does that tell me something is BAD if the general band noise is 


non-extistant? 


BTW, the crud football game was very loud, broad spectrum overload ie. 
adjustment of the RF gain and tuning pots did nothing, it was still there.

I just started assembling a 30-40 kit after a very successful build of a 
40-40. I built the VFO section last night, powered it up and found it running 
from 2.130 up to about 2.165. That's the lowest I could get it. I assume it 
should bottom out at 2.100 so I guess I gotta add a turn or two to the VFO 
coil or some more C to the circuit. Before I start messing with it I'd just 
like to confirm I'm on the right track as far as VFO freq is concerned. My 
logic is that it runs 2.1MHz, mixing with the 8.000 MHz IF to get 10.100 and 
up (actually, I guess it subtracts 2.1 from 10.1 to get 8.0 for receive). 
Right? I just thought I'd get the VFO running correctly before proceeding 
with the rest of it since it would be easier to mess with it now.

The QRP-L "group think" on the 30-40 is to change L1 to 29 turns 
(instructions say 28) and add a minimum of about 15pf£ across L1 on bottom 
of board. In my case 28 turns was too high in freq and 29 turns to low 
so I needed to add the 15 pf cap. Dave's instructions on page 16 are a 
little confusing. Let us know how you do since this seems to be a 
problem with all 30-40 getting it right on the money with only 28 turns.
